‘Let’s turn out 
a counter song," I said. Van Alstyne 
strummed a simple waltz tune and 
I stuck in some words. 
"Well, today I forget the names 
of the two masterpieces. 
But the 
little ‘counter song’ still sells, after 
19 years. 
It’s called ’Memories.’ ” 
“Hit” Song of “Whoopee* 
Virtually the same thing hap­ 
pened when Kahn and Walter Don­ 
aldson, his present partner, were 
composing 
for 
Eddie 
Cantor's 
“Whoopee.” A number they “dash­ 
ed off” one night because it was

But Gus Kahn is 
sure of one thing: June should con­ 
tinue to rhyme with moon, and true 
with blue. 
“You don’t need new words,” he 
said. “All you need Is new ways to 
use the old ones. I claim the public

self . 
“I," he chuckled facetiously, “have 
graduated to arms and charms.”

Yields Pictures 
Of Living Brain 


Washington 
(AP)—Pictures 
of 
the living 
brain by 
X-ray, 
with 
many of the finer details before 
invisible brought out in sharp re­ 
lief, are made passible by a new 
technique reported to the District 
of Columbia medical society. 
A hole 
is drilled 
through 
the 
skull, and a preparation containing 
throium dioxide is injected into the 
brain cavities. 
This substance has 
the effect of stopping X-rays pass­ 
ing through 
the 
skull, 
outlining 
sharply on the X-ray picture the 
boundaries of the brain and its cav­ 
ities. 
The new method makes it pos­ 
sible to detect diseased or injured 
the brain only by filling the cavities 
which would have been question­ 
able under old methods. 
Previously it has been possible to 
obtain a picture of 
the 
inside of 
the brai nonly by filling the cavities 
with air. 
Often the details were 
blurred aand there was considerable 
danger to the patient in the process 
of removing the air.
